Mr. Gunderson: 

I understand that your efforts to communicate with the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) 
appear to have been frustrated. We will make every effort to accommodate you and address 
those safety concerns that fall under the purview of the LAPD. I am sure that you understand the 
resources of this office are limited to the local Los Angeles area. 

I have received previous correspondence from you regarding your safety concerns. In my 
review, other than annoying telephone calls, I only discovered one incident that could be 
actionable by local law enforcement (LAPD). That incident is the “shots fired into an inhabited 
dwelling” or “vandalism” to your daughter’s window. Normally, this type of investigation at the 
local law enforcement level requires immediate on scene review. We were not notified of the 
concern until months after the discovery. Additionally, no formal report of the annoying 
telephone calls was ever completed. Despite the delay, and due to your status in the law 
enforcement community, I contacted the Federal Bureau of Investigation Los Angeles Office 
(FBI LA) to make your concerns known. FBI LA referred me to FBI Las Vegas as that is your 
residence location. FBI Las Vegas requested that all original documents be forwarded to them. 

I assure you that the Los Angeles Police Department is concerned for the safety of our public. 

To begin action in your case, we need a formal report made by yourself, or your daughter. If 
your daughter wishes to file a crime report concerning the damage to her window, please contact 
us so we can make arrangements to do an on scene investigation. Either one of you can make an 
annoying/threatening calls report in person, or over the telephone. Feel free to call me at the 
number below, or our STORM desk, at (213) 485-4328, to make that report. I currently have 
none of the previous correspondence as the originals were forwarded to FBI Las Vegas. 

Similarly, the original of the newest letter should be taken in to the local law enforcement agency 
there in Las Vegas, or delivered to FBI Las Vegas. 

Please feel free to contact me at I hope I can help you address your safety 

concerns.

If you do not wish to investigate this matter, please allow me the opportunity to 
investigate for myself I have that right. 

I have been sequestered in my Las Vegas condo for several months now and my 
daughter is constantly traveling. We must safeguard ourselves from these threats and 
attempts. Neither my daughter or myself wish to live my entire life in this fashion. 

The enclosed letter proves that this case is on-going. It was a threatening letter 
received by me on November 26, 2003. 

If you refuse to investigate and something happens to me and/or my daughter, my' 
heirs will be compelled to file a lawsuit against the City of Los Angeles that will make 
headlines around the world, not to mention the millions of dollars when my family is the 
prevailing party, due to your negligence. 

What disturbs me the' most is that we are in the same fraternity, fellow law 
enforcement officers. We should have a personal concern to protect each other. 

If I do not receive a response to my request within 10 days of the receipt of this letter, 
I will assume you have no interest in this matter, and I will pursue my legal remedies.

Results of Examinations: 

Specimen Q3 was consistent with a mixture of potassium ferricyanide, barium 
carbonate and starch. Potassium ferricyanide has various uses including photography, 
blueprints, and wood staining. Barium carbonate is used as a rat poison, as well as a 
component in ceramics, paints, and enamels. The unknown substances (Q3 and Q6) in the 
Los Angeles submission (279B-LA-234125, 040224010 PM PU) were consistent with a 
mixture of potassium ferricyanide, barium carbonate and starch, as well as zinc phosphide, 
which was not detected in specimen Q3 above.

Anonymous Letter File 

The submitted threat letters and corresponding envelopes were searched in the 
Anonymous Letter File and specimens Ql, Q2, Q4 and Q5 were associated by wording to the 
threat letter and envelope submitted by the Las Vegas Division in Bureau file number 279B- 
LV-3761 1 and assigned Laboratory number 040123015 MM. 

Postage Stamps 

The 2002, thirty-seven cent, self-adhesive "Antique Toys" USA postage 
stamps submitted affixed to the Ql and Q4 envelopes were intercompared as well as 
compared to the "Antique Toys" postage stamp submitted in Bureau case file number 279B- 
LV-3761 1 . It was determined that these three stamps originated from the same postal stamp 
booklet in the following arrangement: the left edge of the Ql postage stamp was at one time 
attached with the right edge of the Q4 postage stamp and top edge of the Ql stamp was at one 
time attached to the bottom edge of the Ql postage stamp submitted in the Las Vegas file 
number. A digital printout of this arrangement is enclosed. 

The 2002, sixty cent, self-adhesive "Coverlet Eagle" postage stamp affixed to 
the Q7 envelope may be associated with other stamps originating from the same sheet.

Printing 

The printed text appearing on Ql, Q2, Q4 and Q5 was produced by an office 
machine system utilizing inkjet technology. This technology is often found on inkjet 
printers and copiers. 



Typewriting 

Specimens Q8 through Q16 were produced utilizing a single element 
typewriter and the style of the type most closely corresponds to the Laboratory standards for a 
Brougham style of type found on Brother typewriters and possibly others. No typewriting 
defects were observed however, the typewritten impressions were made utilizing a carbon 
film lift-off ribbon which retains readable text. This typewriter ribbon(s) as well as the lift- 
off correction ribbon(s) may be positively identified to this questioned threat letter. Should 
any suspect typewriter ribbons be located during this investigation, they should be submitted 
to this Laboratory for comparison.

Handwriting

2003, and assigned FBI File Number 279B-LA-234125 and FBI Laboratory Number 
040224010 PF HZ. The latter specimens Q1 and Q7 will hereafter be referred to as Q1(279B- 
LA-234125) and Q7(279B-LA-234125), respectively, to further distinguish them from the other 
specimens tested by the FBI Laboratory in this matter. 

The STR typing results for specimen Q1 indicate the presence of DNA from two or 
more individuals. Based on the amelogenin typing results, the major contributor to the mixture of 
DNA obtained from specimen Q1 is male. The STR typing results for the major contributor to the 
mixture of DNA obtained from specimen Q1 will be entered into the Combined DNA Index 
System (CODIS); Additionally, a known blood sample from any individual who may have 
contributed biological material to specimen Q1 should be submitted to the Laboratory for 
comparison purposes. 

It is noted that the STR typing results obtained from the major contributor to the 
mixture of DNA obtained from specimen Q1 and the results from specimen Q1(279B-LA- 
234125) and those from the major contributor to the mixture of DNA obtained from specimen 
Q7(279B-LA-234125), are the same and, therefore, are consistent with having arisen from the 
same individual. 

No other nuclear DNA analysis examinations were conducted.

Results of Examinations: 

Deoxyribonucleic acid (DNA) was isolated from specimens Q1 and Q7 (each a 
sample taken from the flap and corresponding portion of these envelopes) and subjected to DNA 
typing by the polymerase chain reaction (PCR) at the amelogenin sex typing locus and the nine (9) 
short tandem repeat (STR) loci of the AmpFflSTR® Profiler Plus™ ID PCR Amplification Kit. 
Insufficient DNA was obtained from specimens Q1 and Q7 for typing at the genetic loci of the 
AmpFdSTR® COfiler™ PCR Amplification Kit. The DNA typing results are detailed below. 

The DNA typing results obtained from specimens Q1 and Q7 were compared to 
those obtained from specimen Q1 submitted under cover of the communication dated January 1, 
2004, and assigned FBI Case ID Number 279B-LV-3761 1 and FBI Laboratory Number 
040123015 PF HZ. The latter specimen Q1 (a sample taken from the flap and corresponding 
portion of this envelope) will be referred to as specimen Q1(279B-LV-3761 1) to distinguish it from 
other specimens tested by the FBI Laboratory in this matter. 

The STR typing results for specimen Q1 indicate the presence of DNA from a 
single individual. Based on the amelogenin typing results, the DNA obtained from specimen Q17 is 
of male origin. 



The STR typing results for specimen Q7 indicate the presence of DNA from three 
or more individuals. Based on the amelogenin typing results, the major contributor to the mixture of 
DNA obtained from specimen Q7 is male. 

It is noted that the DNA typing results from specimen Q1 and from the major 
contributor to the mixture of DNA obtained from specimens Q7 and Q1(279B-LV-3761 1) are the 
same and, therefore, are consistent with having originated from the same individual. 

The STR typing results for specimens Q1 and Q7 do not meet the requirements for 
the National DNA Database (NDIS); however, these results will be entered, searched, and 
maintained in the local FBI database. It is noted that the STR typing results for the major 
contributor to the mixture of DNA obtained from specimen Q1(279B-LV-3761 1), which are 
consistent with those obtained from specimens Q1 and Q7, will be entered into the Combined 
DNA Index System (CODIS). Additionally, a known blood sample from any individual who may 
have contributed biological material to specimens Q1 and Q7 should be submitted to the 
Laboratory for comparison purposes. 

No detectable DNA was recovered from specimen Q4 (a sample taken from the 
flap and corresponding portion of this envelope); therefore, no short tandem repeat (STR) analysis 
was conducted.
